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SEC. 2. INCLUSION OF CERTAIN STUDENT OUTCOME IN-

FORMATION IN GI BILL COMPARISON TOOL

(2) BRIEFING.—Not later than 12 months after
the date of the enactment of this Act, the Secretary
shall provide to the Committce on Veterans' Affairs
of the House of Representatives a briefing on the
implementation of such memoranda of this Act and

the amendments made by this Act.
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
